Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicants' argument is not persuasive. The 
applicants argued that the cited prior art fails to disclose a resist film and an electron beam aligner for using in lithography. As discussed in 
the Final Office Action, the cited prior art teaches irradiating the electron beam on a substrate having a protective film that is consisdered 
as a resist film. In addition, claims 4-6 do not contain the phrase "an electron beam aligner". Regarding to claims 8 and 10, even though 
the claim preamble is about "an electron beam aligner", the body of the claims fully and intrinsically sets forth all of the limitations of the 
claimed invention that is collecting and analyzing gas released from the resist film during the irradiation, which does not relate to the 
aligment of an electron beam. Thus, in this case, the preamble merely states only the purpose or intended use of the invention so the 
preamble is not consisdered as a limitation and is of no significance to claim construction (See MPEP 21 1 1 .02). 
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
